LONDON—tThe action of Montenegro is in the nature of a 
ballon d’essai. It has two objects, either to force. the Balkan 
states to come to her rescue and render war inevitable, or to force 
the powers to accept the responsibility of putting the demanded 
reforms into operation. 

The Montenegrin army is the easiest to mobilize in Europe 
for the reason that its material is deficient for offensive movement. 
She can probably put 30,000 men in the field and these operating 
with Malissori, the Christian Albanians who have been in revolt 
for years, can wage a guerrilla war in the mountains extremely 
difficult to deal with. 

The King has left for Podgoritza on the southern frontier 
where his headquarters have been fixed. The first attack has, 
however, been delivered against Berane, in the angle of the 
eastern border in the vilayet of Kossovo. Fighting has taken 
place here but all details are purely in the nature of rumors. 
Meantime Muhammadan Albanians have invaded Montenegro.

OVERSEA FORCES OF 
BRITTON EMPIRE ARE | 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—When Gen. Sir lan Hamil- 
ton, commander-in-chief of the Mediter 
ranean and inspector-general of the over- 
seas forces, left London lately, he was 
jem! arking on the longest tour of inspec- 
ition that yet been undertaken and 
one that occupy a year before it 
reaches completion. 

In company with Brigadier-General! 
Ellison of the general staff as staff offi- 
cers and Major Madocks as military sec- 
retary he will inspect the whole of the 
overseas forces excepting those only of 
Australia and New Zealand. Every gar- 
rison and fortress in Ceylon, the Straits 
Settlements, thy Malay peninsula will be 
visited and if possible those in British 
East Africa will be inspected, whilst 
maneuvers in the Sudan and Egypt will 
certainly be carried out, 

The Canadian minister of defence has 
invited Sir Ian Hamilton to make a tour 
of military inspection in the dominion. 
The party traveled by way of the trans- 
Siberian railway to Shankaikuan, where 
the first inspection will ‘take place on 
Oct. 12, after which they will go to Tien- 
tsin for the purpose of inspecting the 
headquarters of the British garrison in 
North China. After four days spent in 
Peking a move will be made by Shanghai 
to Hongkong, where two weeks will be 
occupied in the inspection of the garri- 
son and of the important defenses. 

From there the Straits Settlements 
will be the next objective, where the same 
work will be carried on, with the addi- 
tion possibly of the inspection of the 
troops of the Sultan of Johore.

It is not difficult to imagine a person owning an automobile, or 
doing any of the things referred to, and yet finding it a trifle difhcult 
to make both ends meet. A person’s mode of living does not afford 
anything like a trustworthy basis for assessing or taxing him. He 
may live well, to all appearances, and yet have a very small balance 
in the bank. Possibly the New York assessors, by the method of 
which we are speaking, caught some of the real tax-dodgers, but the 
chances are that they succeeded only in giving the world another 
illustration of the utter inadequacy, unreliability and immorality of 
this system of imposing tribute. What has been done in this instance, 
as everybody knows, has been going on in other levels of society tor 
years. It is the poor and the fairly well-to-do, not the rich and opu- 
jent, who swell the personal tax receipts; but whatever the class or 
classes contributing most largely may be, there 1s no such thing as 
intelligent equalization of the burden. The system is haphazard, 
based on guesswork and suspicion, well calculated to work injustice 
and hardship and to fail of accomplishing the real intent and purpose 
of taxation. After years of trial, the personal tax has been found, 
wherever carefully investigated, to be an incentive to the commission 
of offenses against the public welfare that find no compensation 
whatever in the form of revenues. I[¢limination of the personal tax, 
we believe, will be the first and greatest step toward a workable and 
equitable solution of the entire question of taxation.

THE attack upon the higher education for 
women, on the ground that it unfits them 
for the duties of the helpmate, has come to 
be expected as regularly as the changes in 
and the seasons. A remarkable phase of the 
matter is that educators, of both sexes, are 
the most fond ot saying or intimating that 
a good education for women 1s incompatible 
with good housekeeping. One of these— 
this time a man—talking in the West 
recently, spoke of the American girl as the poorest cook in the world. 
lie went so far as to advocate the abolition of higher education in 
the public schools and the substitution of a practical course in home 
cares and cooking. ~ There 1s, he contended, such a thing as too much 
culture. “‘We keep our girls in school studying the classics when

they should be studying the various grades of roast beef and the 
proper way to make bread,” he said. ‘The state, he insisted, is under 
a solemn obligation to prepare the future women tor vocations, and 
the care of the home is woman's proper vocational bent. 

All this and much more to the same effect, has been said before 
and repeated many times over. There is truth, of course, in the 
statement that women should be taught the duties of housekeeping. 
Nobody denies this. Nobody undertakes to controvert it. IK very- 
body admits it. The objection that right thinking people are finding 
to all such talk is that it 1s based upon an utterly erroneous assump- 
tion. The American girl 1s not the poorest cook in the world. On 
the contrary, she 1s, as a rule, a good cook. Generally speaking, the 
American girl has received her higher education ii cooking from 
her mother, an excellent teacher. The American woman, as a rule. 


stress one fact above another as characterizing the meaning of relig- 
ion prior to Luther's advent, and quite another as dominant after 
he had wrought his work.

These reflections are induced by the interesting controversy, of 
a most polite kind, which is growing out of a challenge of one of 
Pierre Loti’s statements to an interviewer, issued by President 
Emeritus Eliot of Harvard. University. The implication of the 
French novelist’s criticism of American barrenness of intellectual and 
spiritual output was that it could be changed only by multiplying 
philosophers and literary men. To this the veteran American educa- 
tor replies that M. Loti appears to assume that intellect and soul can 
be revealed only in the classic forms of literature and philosophy, an 
assumption natural to literary men, especially those of the Loti type. 
Whereas, as a matter of fact, contends the American, “pure and 
applied science, politics, economics and applied ethics” are media 
through which Americans have done some very genuine thinking and 
made very distinct contributions to expression of the age charac- 
teristics. The “time-spirit’’ of America during the past half century 
has not been favorable to birth of great literature of an imaginative 
type or a philosophy of an idealistic type.- But it has produced other 
achievements of a practical, humanitarian, wealth-increasing kind 
never known by men in masses before. Now signs appear that once 
more the idealistic, imaginative, super-materialistic conceptions of 
life are to find expression in literature, religion and art.

along the shores and hedges, in the fields, 
swamps, hills and. prairies, it was said, that 
the man who went forth with his gun, bent 
upon the destruction of birds, could scarcely 
find any sport. No doubt this plea will appeal 
to many but the great majority of those who are enlisted now in the 
bird protection cause are moved by other and higher purposes and 
have other and higher ends in view. Mrs. Russell Sage’s purchase of 
Marsh island, Louisiana, calls attention once more to the activity and 
strength of the bird protection movement. This island, of exten- 
sive area, is covered with swamps and forests, and is a most desirable 
site for a bird refuge. Moreover it is directly mm the line of migra- 
tion. Properly protected against poachers and those who make a 
business of supplying the market with bird heads, tails, plumes and 
feathers generally, it should contribute greatly in the next few years 
toward restoring to the United States and Canada their bird popula- 
tions. 

It is to the credit of the United States that, since public atten- 
{ion was arrested in behalf of the birds, so many steps have been 
taken in the direction of conservation. Aside from the vast wooded 
areas in the public domain in all of which the restrictions against 
bird destruction are many, and, in the main, rigidly enforced, the 
eovernment has now over fifty bird reservations, specifically so 
called. These are administered under the biological survey of the 
department of agriculture, and are established by the President's 
proclamation under the general power of reservation of public lands 
for public purposes. Partly through the influence and under the 
advice of this bureau, the several states are taking measures to estab- 
lish bird refuges; some of them have already gone to considerable 
length in this work. The American Game Protection and Propaga- 
tion Society is an instrument of great value in this cause. Its bird 
farm in Massachusetts 1s regarded as a model in its way. setter 
than all, the smaller communities of the country, and, to an increas- 
ing degree annually, individuals, are taking a deep interest in this 
branch of the conservation movement, the result being the adoption 
of protective local laws and ordinances and their faithful execution. 

The nation, the continent and the world need the birds and 
should protect them for the beauty they contribute to the visible crea- 
tion, but they need and should protect them also for economic reasons 
that are rooted in the very soil and have to do with the most vital 
interests of humanity.

tion,’ for though there has been a decline 1n 
the consumption of nitrate ot soda in the 
Linited States; other parts of the world, according to the figures given. 
show good increases. In view of somewhat apprehensive views 
expressed from time to time in the Chilean press, it is interesting 
to learn that “the latest surveys and estimates indicate that the 
nitrate deposits of Chile are sufthcient tor several generations at least, 
even at an increased production, since new processes and machinery 
are being employed by means of whrch much of the old caliche can 
be worked with nearly as good profit as When first worked.” 
Whether this bright prospect is in any way affected by the recent 
discovery of nitrate in southern Peg it 1s evidently too early to dis- 
cuss, though it may be taken tor granted that under the administra 
tion of Peru's new President, Don Guillermo Billinghurst, efforts to 
develop a nitrate industry in that republic will be redoubled. The 
Peruvian executive is a native of Arica and has all his lite been asso- 
ciated with latge interests in Iquique and other centers on the Chilean 
nitrate coast. 

Tin, we are apprised, has been discovered in Chile, in the province 
of Atacama, which is near Bolivia, a country famous for its tin mines, 
the only ones worked in America. Copper exports are gaining rapidly. 
Coal promises to become closely connected with nitrate if the tests 
made on Japanese coal by the Chilean government have really turned 
out as satisfactorily as the press has hinted, for the report says that 
“it is expected this will encourage the use of nitrates in the Orient 
and especially in Japan since the coal steamers can return loaded 


not actually singing songs and playing tunes

Last year American pianos to the value of $1,300,000 were sold 
abroad. They were distributed among all the leading countries. 
China and Japan are not yet buying many American pianos or organs, 
or other instruments tor the production of western music, but a nation 
that has been able to make shoes and hats and typewriters to suit all 
civilizations may be reasonably expected to make, in good time, 
musical instruments that will produce oriental music. For the pres- 
ent the American pianos and organs that have fallen into native hands 
in Asia are doing their best to produce the sounds most desired by 
the east, and travelers who have taken intelligent observations along 
this line say that in some instances they are succeeding grandly. 

But the pianos and the organs are for certain classes, more or 
less limited. For the plain people of the world the American fac- 
tories turn out many shiploads of the smaller music-makers annually. 
NO place 1s too remote for the American mouth-organ, flute. accord- 
eon or phonograph. Yankee flageolets, bassoons. violoncellos, clari- 
riets, oboes and bass and kettle drums mark as distinctly as Yankee 
canned goods the course of progress and happiness through the 
wilds of Africa, Asia, Australia and South America. In short, 
wherever the human foot treads or the human voice is heard—espe- 
cially if the foot and voice belong to the Caucasian—there may be 
found, on one side of the tent or cabin, the fresh-opened American 
can and on the other a much-used American musical instrument. 
And it will not be strange if, after satisfying himself in one particular 
from the can thé pioneer of civilization does immediately proceed to 
regale himself by playing on the other. In this way, at all events, 
America seems to be an agent in diffusing much comfort and
